protest of the people against demo­ 


c r a t i c delay of the tariff bill has been 
bo loud and clear that, ev en the mem­ 
bers of that party could not resist it. 
The progress upon the bill tiii- week 
has been rapid, so rapid th at there is 
reason to expect th a t it will pas- the 
senate by the end of the month. 
Not only i.- the progress made by the 
bill extremely satisfactory, so far as 
relates to the senate, but the pros­ 
pects are that the time occupied in 
conference will be unusually 
brief. 
Ordinarily a tariff bill is in conference - 
sev eral 
weeks, 
sometimes 
months 
But there i-. reason to believ e th a t the 
time occupied by the conference com­ 
mittee will he a- brief, comparativ e ly, 
as has been the time occupied with the 
other features of the bill. 
T h e fact 
that the senate has restored tne house 
rates in a large number of cases and 
ha« nearly reached the house figures 
on the most important of the changes 
made by the finance committee re­ 
duces v ery much the time th at the bill 
is likely to occupy in reaching a com­ 
plete agreement, and there is still 
reason to hope th a t the bill may be­ 
come a law by July 4th. 
The closing days of the tariff consid­ 
eration are punctuated with one or two 
further mild 
protes s 
from foreign 
countries with reference to the bill. 
There hav e been possibly a half dozen 
of these in the v arious forms, some of 
them coming formally through the for­ 
eign representativ es here and being 
filed at the state department, and oth­ 
ers merely in the way of scolds in leg­ 
islativ e bodies or newspapers of for­ 
eign countries. 
These do not create 
the slightest Hurry among the states­ 
men who are engaged in framing the 
tariff measure. 
Nearly all of the 
countries 
who 
hav e made protests 
of this sort hav e, themselv es, 
protec­ 
tiv e tariff, many of them v ery high, 
and against none of these hav e the Un­ 
ited States ev er made any complaint or 
protest. 
While she has protested v ig­ 
orously' against discrimination made 
with refort nee to products of the Unit­ 
ed States alone and not applied also to 
similar products of other nations, they 
hav e made1 no complaint of t he general 
tariff system or the high protectiv e 
rates which other countries lev y upon 
articles which we may happen to offer 
for sale, and it i* not likely that these 
protests from other countries will hav e 
any weight with the framers of this 
bin. 
It is probable th at the tariff bill, 
when it reaches the President, will con­ 
tain the house rates on nearly all tl e 
important features. 
While it could 
scarely be expected that the senate 
would reject the amendments which its 
own committee hud proposed and go 
abfolutly back to the house schedule, 
there is a strong disposition among 
senators to allow the conference com­ 
mittee to restore absolutely the house 
schedule on first and second class wools, 
sugar pottery, farm product- generally 
and many other articles in which the 
amendments made by the senate com 
mittee hav e prov en unpopular. 
The 
bill a- trained by the house committee 
and passed by that body was espscial y 
acceptibie to the agricultural interests, 
and especially acceptibie torepublcans 
generally in the fact th a t it precluded 
the possibility of suspicion or success­ 
ful charge that it was framed in the 
interest of or to the adv antage of trusts 
of any kind. 
W h e th e r the senate 
amendments are more fav orable to the 
trusts or not, the mere fact that many 
persons believ e them to be so is likely 
to lead the conference committee to re­ 
store absolutely the house rates, and 
there i- ev ery reason to believ e that 
the senate will promptly accej i them. 
The Hawaiian 
annexation 
treaty 
continues to be the subject of much a t­ 
tention and discussion, and the more it 
i- discussed the more satisfactory it be­ 
comes, and the greater the prospect of 
its ratification. 
While it is scarcely 
expected th a t it will be taken up foi 
final action at this session, there is 
ev ery reason to believ e th at it will be 
confirmed at no di.-tant day, and th at 
the American (lag, which was pulled 
down in Hawaii by an ex-Confederate 
at the direction of Grov er Clev eland 
will be hoisted permanently under the 
direction of that Union soldier, William 
McKinley. 
The fact that President McKinley 
has so promptly and successfully ca r­ 
ried out this important feature of the 
foreign policy outlined by the St. Louis 
platform ha- giv en additional confid- 
en< e In Lis wisdom and prospectiv e

These indiv iduals 
are dissatisfied with the established or­ 
der of tilings, which makes no special lfith and last days of the month 
prov ision for them, and they gladly 
lend their aid to social reformers or 
political agitators of all parties and 
professions. 
Not that there are any political par­ 
ties in Greece in the sense in which 
these exist in most constitutional coun­ 
tries. 
Men, not measures, is the uni­ 
v ersal cry; indiv idual interest is the 
line of cleav age. The crowd follows one 
uf the two men whose heads are abov e 
those of t In ir fellows. 
The successful 
leader then prov ides places for the few 
who are chosen as well as called, and 
high sounding rhetoric for the many. 
People change sides trom time to time 
according to the outlook, and nobody 
accuses them of being n-m gad* s. In no 
ease is there any principle at stake. The 
members of the little parliament at Ath­ 
ens receiv e but a couple of thousand 
drachmas a year (roughly speaking, £ 50) 
from the state, but in some cases this 
constitutes the sole support of the legis­ 
lator’s fam’lv

T he hot wav es of this July are ex­ 
pected to cross the continent not far 
from the 1st and Pith of the month 
with a coolerjperiod between. 
Not far 
from the highest point of the normal 
will occur the coolest part of July, as a 
cool wav e is expec ted to cross th e con­ 
tinent not far from the 10th. 
For .July the rainfall div ides into 
three principal dates, not far from 1st, 
All 
the changes mentioned mov e from west 
to east across the continent, occurring 
first in the west and an allowance of 
time necessary to cross the continent. 
T he weather feature of greatest im­ 
portance for this July are the av erage 
temperature and total rainfall. 
The 
corn crop largely, and other crops to a 
less extent, depend on these weather 
features. 
July tem perature will av erage v ery 
low in the upper Mississippi and Ohio 
v alleys, the*upper and lower lake re­ 
gion, Pennsylv ania, New York and the 
New England states. 
Frost- would be quite 
an 
unsual 
thing for July, but the tem perature 
during this July will go dangerously 
near the frost line in northern parts of 
the countries mentioned in the abov e 
paragraph. 
In all other parts of the United States 
the temperature will range from about 
to abov e thejnormal. 
Rainfall of this month will be short 
in the NewJEngland states, Texas, In­ 
dian Territory and western Kan.-as. 
In most of the corn and spring wheat 
distrieGjrainfali will be from about to 
abov e normal. 
T he May and June drouths will hav e 
injured corn to some extent, but in most 
parts of the corn belt the July rains 
will largely improv e the prospect- for 
a fair corn crop.

He told me I was th** first wo­ 
man he ev er lov ed, and that he was 
sure he could nev er lov e any one else us 
he did me, and I reliev e he meant what 
he said. 
1 did not want to marry him 
because I didn’t lov e him, and so I in­ 
v ented a story about being engaged to 
a young man back in Kentucky, where 
we had com** from. That cooled his ar 
dor lor a little while, but he soon began 
coming to sec me again, and finally he 
told my father that he would call on a 
certain day for my final answer.

explained to ^lim that the key 
would he placed on a v ers** in the open 
Bible, aud when questions were asked 
th** key was supposed to turn by super 
nut oral power. 
Lincoln asked, 
‘Will 
.Susit- niairy a man w b o-e name begins 
with L?’ and th* key » lid not mov e. Then 
ht* ask**d, ‘ Will she marry a man whose 
name 
begins with 
B?’ and the key 
whirl« **!. 
A young man named Brooks 
was then paying me some attention 
whenev er Lincoln gav e any opportunity, 
and he was the one referred to, for I 
did not then drean) of Mr. Boyce, whom 
1 afterward man ied. 
“ I nev er heard Mr. Lincoln make a 
speech, and 1 nev er saw him after JsU?. 
My fat lit *r scolded me so much for refus­ 
ing his offer that I married rather sooner 
than I might otherw ise hav e done in 
order to escape being lectured. My hus­ 
band was a friend of Lincoln's, and they 
fought side by side in the Black Hawk 
w ar. I draw a pension now by reason of 
th*' injuries he receiv ed there. 
“ My husband and 1 went to Texas in 
1819, w hue i knew Sam Houston well, 
anil in 1 sr» 3 wo came to California.” —
